ST. l.ouis, Dec. 14.—A horrible addition 


to the gasoline catastrophe list was rnadu 
yesterday morning in the roar of the soc- 
ond-lnmd store kept by Samuel Rosen- 
blatt, at No. 717 Mur:,':ui strest. About 
half-past six o'clock Hosunblutt's wife, 
Metiy, aged thirty-eight years, got up to 
light"» fire iu tho stove, which is situated 
in the room u'liore the family eat and 
sleep. In order to make it blaze, more 
quickly she picked up' a can containing 
what she beliiived was coal nil, but which 
in reality was gasolinn, and poured sorao 
of it on the incipient fire. The result was 
that a bla/.e shut up to tho neiliug and the 
woman in terror dropped the can, which 
almost as soon as it had left her hand, 
exploded with a loud report. Tho flames 
had communicated to her clothing which 
in an Instant were all ablaze. Her 
hus- 


band and several of the children were 
dressing at 
the 
time 
uf 
tho acci- 


dent and the 
report 
of 
tho 
explo- 


sion 
caused 
those 
who 
had 
not 


yet 
awakened 
to spring up out of 


bed with a start. 
Tho first one of tho 


family to roach the mother was Sarah, a 
sixteen-year-old girl, who endeavored to 
extinguish the llamas with her hands. 
Rosenblatt was also at his wife's side iu 
an instant, and he did his best to put out 
the blaze. He and his daughter dragged 
the clothes ort the bed and threw them 
around the suffering woman, 
but her 


clothing had been so saturati-d with the, 
fluid that before tho tire, had been 
com- 


pletely extinguished, hw apparel had 
been almost reduced to ashes ami her 
body frightfully burned. So lii-rci-ly haJ 
the flames spread that when Iho bed- 
clothinsr thrown arouudhor was unwound, 
her habiliments dropped tu the floor in 
little pieces, and she was left almost 
naked. There was hardly a portion of 
her body which had not been burned. 
Her face presented a pitiable appearance-, 
and the flesh on her shoulders, breast, ab- 
domen and limbs looked like raw meat. 
She was a terrible sight, and her suffer- 
ings must have been must excruciating. 


Some of the children ran out into the 


street, terror stricken, and gave the alarm. 
The room iu which the awful occurrence 
had taken place was soon pretty well filled 
with neighbors (if the unfortunate people, 
a great number uf the storekeepers in that 
vicinity being of tho same nationality as 
tho Rosenblatts, and 
everything that 


could possibly be done for the sufforers 
was dono. Dr. I,. A. Beale and Dr. Fnm- 
son, who have offices in the neighborhood, 
were summoned ami applied simplo rem- 
edies which afforded tho unfortunate peo- 
ple much reli«f. They both advised that 
tho mother and daughter be removed at 
anee to tin' City Hospital, as tho former 
wa-s in a precarious e.niditiun, and both 
neo'led all tho attention thrife could be 
given them. A telephone, message wan 
sent to the Dispensary in pursuance of 
the physicians' instructions, and the hos- 
pital ambulance was nut long in arriving. 
Tho woman and her daughter wurc placed 
in H and take;-, as quickly as possible to 
the city institution. 


Rosenblatt name to this country three 


vears a^o, and Ills family consists of his 
wifo and ei::ht children, seven of whom 
aro liriug with him, the oldest being mar- 
ried. The youngest is but two years and 
seven months old. His wifo wa3 expecting 
in a short time U> give, birth to a baby, 
which makes the occurrence all tho more 
sad, and her chances of recovery all the 
more doubtful. A little heap of burned 
ra^s was pointed out to tho reporter as 
having been Mrs. Rosenblatt's clothing 
TL'e gasoline can, which was made to hold 
two gallons, had tho bottom blown clear 
out of it. 


When asked how his wifo had come to 


making the mistake of supposing the 
gasoline was coal oil, Rosenblatt said 
that, his son Nicsscn, aged six years, hac 
boon sent on Wednesday night to an ot 
slure next door to g^t tivo gallons of oil 
and had gotten gasoline ia mistake.

A Fortune from ft Sci Jng. 


Some years ago a woman living near 


Buffalo, whoso former homo was in Euclid 
township, was left a widow in straitened 
circumstances. 
Her only means of liveli- 


hood consisted of a small vineyard. Among 
the varieties of grapes was a plant that 
her husband had but recently set out as 
an cxpcjim"nt. T!ie puny vine bore that 
season but a tingle bunch of grapes. It 
is of course well known that grapes are 
raised from cuttings and rools and not 
from seed. This woman, out of curiosity, 
planted tho seeds from one of the grapes 
of this vine. They sprouted out and did 
so well that the young vines were trans- 
planted, and when sufficiently developed 
bore handsomely a variety of grape that 
differed radically from the original seed.

A neighboring nurseryman had his at- 


tention drawn to the new grape, and 
mado tho woman a proposition to take 
cuttings from tho vines, givo the variety 
a name and put it on the market, paying 
lier a royalty on all roots sold. She ac- 
cepted, and in a few years reaped a small 
fortune as her share of the profits from 
the sale, ns the grape became an immedi- 
ate favorite. 
Forty thousand dollars In 


royalties was paid to her by tnis nursery- 
man. 
Sho sold her little vineyard and 


retiied to live at case the balance of her 
days in her native town in New York 
state on the money brought her from the 
seeds of a singlo grapo, planted almost by 
chance.—Cleveland (O.) Cor.
